The closest prior art in the field does not teach the combination of features of the 
claimed invention, particularly including the steps of adding recording medium-related 
information from an area of recording medium separate from a recording area, or device 
related-information, to information signals, and subsequently recording the information 
signals to which the medium-related or device-related information has been added on a 
recording area of a recording medium, and then controlling playback utilization of the 
recorded information by detecting the medium-related information or device related 
information from the recorded information signals and comparing that to medium-related 
information read from the non-recording area of the recording medium or to device- 
related information associated with a playback device, all in the mannerof the Applicant 
as disclosed in his Specification and as set forth in the independent claims.
